tributed the Chandlers that have honored 
the legal profession here, and still a young- 
er class, of Drews, Aliens and Hazeltons, 
u-h/ have honored the profession of which 
they)arc worthy members. These all-have 
cotyfc from Maine, and I could tiro you in 
the recital of names that are worthy to be 
mentioned. 


Now, then, Mr. President, may we not 


in Maine be proud of oifr sons who have 
gone abroad, and may they not be proud 
and are they not proud of their native 
State? [Great applause.'] If they are not, 
then I have only the language to repeat 
to them which I occasionally used to 
strange persons that I met in Europe. 


after all that had been said about the State 
of Maine, and some one interjected the re- 
mark, "Talk about nothing." Mr. Barker 
referred to the reception of the English 


iu the course of his remarks, that the in- 
tegrity of the farm meant something in 
Maine, the integrity of the State of Maine 
meant something, and when England, 
through her representatives, cited the set- 
tlement of the northeastern boundary 
question, she cited an authority by which 
Maine had no desire to be governed in the 
future.
